THE KEL EK. 


A Peculiar Raft Boat Sacred to the 
Riv er Tigris. 
From Diarbekr to Bagdad, as a 
crow might do it, the distance i9 
about 400 miles. As the kelek goes 
—a contriv ance sacred to the riv er 
Tigris since the day s of Adam ana 
Ev e— the distance is nigh upon a 
thousand miles and the time occu­ 
pied any where between eight ami 
twenty day s. In “ The Short Cut to 
India” Dav id Fraser tells of the 
kelek and of his journey . 
The kelek is easily constructed. 
Take any number of inflated goat­ 
skins, from 100 up to 8 00, and tie 
them in rows underneath a frame­ 
work of poplar poles. One or two 
pairs of great oars complete the 
ship, and it is ready for crew, cargo 
and passengers. 
When a “ globe trotter” ships 
aboard a kelek some of the cargo is 
left behind, and upon the space 
thus left v acant a hut is erected. A 
light wooden framework is hung 
round with cotton walls that roll up 
or let down, according to the desire 
of the occupant. In addition, the 
roof has a thick grass mat to keep 
out the sun. 
The trav eler enjoy s entire pri­ 
v acy as regards the people on his 
own kelek, for he giv es orders that 
nobody is to come abaft his gable. 
At the end of bis little house and 
projecting astern of the raft is a 
tiny bathroom protected from pub­ 
lic gaze by cloth walls. 
Thus the kelek combines all the 
adv antages of a modern mansion, 
liv ing room, kitchen, sanitary ar- 
rangements, abundant light and air 
and panoramic scenery that is an 
eternal feast for the ey e. 
We >ailed one morning at 10 
o’clock, with the temperature ov er a 
hundred in the shade.

A FAMOUS HIGHWAY. 


The “ Old Tu rtle Trace" T h at Led Frorr 
the Color,ies to the West. 
One of the most famous high­ 
way s in America is the “ Old lurtlo 
Trace” through the v alley s and the 
hills 
of the lower Appalachians, 
ov er which the early pioneers made 
their way from the colonies to the 
wilds of Tenm -see, Kentucky and 
the great west. 
Its usefulness long 
since hav ing ceased, it has been 
abandoned with a ruthlessness that 
causes something akin to pain in 
the hearts of people who lov e old 
things of a historical nature. 
It is 
doubtful 
if at this late day the 
course of the “ Old Turtle Trace” 
can he accurately defined. 
I hav e 
frequently heard it remarked in 
east Tennessee, and twice in north­ 
ern Alabama has an old roadbed 
been pointed out to me as the course 
of that historic highway . 
Presuma­ 
bly it passed ov er the Cumberland 
plateau, and a few miles from Tracy 
City , Tenn., it is most plainly mark­ 
ed. Its course can be followed easi­ 
ly , though the roadbed is now filled 
with the accumulation of y ears and 
the way barred by giant trees that 
hav e fallen crosswise or y oung trees 
that hav e taken root and flourished 
in the path of the rocking chaise of 
a century ago. 
Obv iously 
the 
name 
“ Turtle 
Trace” was bestowed by the In­ 
dians. Local tradition say s that the 
predecessors of the stage were the 
Indians of the Turtle clan, who led 
their war parties to the westward 
ov er this trail. 
Another and quite 
as well founded tradition is that 
a turtle’s shell was the sy mbol of 
the stage line that trav ersed the 
route in the early day s, a rather hu­ 
morous plav on the speed with 
which the line used to deliv er its 
fares to the western terminal. 
At 
any rate, the “ Old Turtle Trace” 
play ed no small part in the early 
dev elopment of our west and is to 
be considered one of the really his­ 
toric roads of America. 
It is a v ery 
slight test of the imagination to 
stand by the side of the deep scar 
in the beautiful face of the Cumber 
land plateau and see the old chaise 
rocking along through the after­ 
noon shadows. 
One can almost see 
Jefferson, Johnson, 
Webster and 
other notables of their time step 
therefrom, stretch their legs, cramp­ 
ed from trav el, and take a refresh­ 
ing pinch from their gold snuff­ 
box es. 
N ot a man is now aliv e who 
remembers the old day s of trav el on 
the Turtle Trace, but 
doubtless 
most of the men of the early part 
of the last century who figured in 
our 
country ’s 
formativ e 
period 
bowled back and forih ov er this 
road on their mission of history 
makin or.— National Monthly .
